The New Land Law- 

This may ho justly rogiiidocl .is 
amoiigflt tho most important moasnros of 
the present Hossion. and its ])rovisii)n« 
are entitled to Bomethiug moro tbnu tho 
passing notice bestowed upon them when 
they camo frdm the hands of tlio Select 
Commifctco. Section two dyfinps occn- 
patiou of a pro-omi)tion claim to bo "u 
bona fldo reaidonoo of tho pro-cm ptor or 
his agent on tho i)re-t>mi)tioii claim, ami 
a bona llilo cultivation thuroof Ijy .such 
person;" but |'no person who ia not enti- 
tled'^d-prct-empt'land may be sttoh agent." 
We confess that we cannot exactly see tho 
reasonableness or tho utility of this latter 
restriction. It farther provides tliat ''tlie 
requirement of such personal ociciipatic.n 
Bhall cease and deteriiiine after a ])(>riod 
of four years if Huch continuous occujia- 
tion shall have been fuKillod." Section 
four provides tl^O't pre-oni))ti(^ns Ijoyond 
the Cfnsoados shall, as nearly as ]iossible, 
have the longest lino, one tluiusund live 
hundred und twenty-four yards, and the 
shortest lino one thousand and .'ixteen 
yards; and that i)re-eniptionH on tho West 
of the Cascades shall ha''<' the louf^est line 
one thousand and seventy-eight yards, 
and the shortest line seven hundred and 
eighteen yards, wherever practicable. 
Section five jirovides that all claims nnw 
or hereafter ijrc-oniiited , shall he ninrked 
by stakes or jiosts at least four inches;, auil 
standing not h'ss than four feet aluivo tlin 
surface, and ])hu'i'd one nt caidi angle 
of claim and [iroperly marked with the 
initials of prcuiptor. JSegloct of tliis pro- 
vision renders tho claim liable to be can- 
colled. Section six provides that tho 
certificate of improvement shall entitle 
the Crown grant to issue without tho four 
years' continuous oceui)ation having been 
fulfdlod. Thus thoi'o are two modes of 
obtaining the Crown grant. The lirst, by 
bona fide, continuous occupation for four 
years. The .second, by making imiu-ove- 
meats equal to the value of two dollars 
and a half per acre. Section seven, eight, 
nine, ton and eleven provide for aciiuir- 
ing water privileges and leases for pas- 
toral, hay, tindior or other purposes. 
Section twelve gives pro-eniptorstho right 
of way over leased lands. Section thirteen 
emijowers the Lioutenant-Goernor in 
Council to grant leases to any person en- 
titled to pre-empt land for any purposes 
other than for pustoral, h.ay, and timber 
purposes, provided such land shall be 
open to jire-eniiition, upon paying com- 
pensation for improvements to th<^ leasee. 
Saction fifteen ])rovides that unappropi i- 
ntod lands shall bo open for purchase at 
the rate of SI per acre; provided the 
Gpvarnor in Council may require such 
lands to be put up at public auction, tho 
upset price being J? — per aero. Sixteen, 
seventeen and eighteen deal with high- 
way's, which shall bo vested in tho Crown. 
Section nineteen emijowers the 
Governor in Council to .^et ap;irt 
for the endowment of Education such 
portions of unappropriated land an he 
lie may think fit. The remaining sections 
of the bill provido for a discretionary free 
grant system. Under these provisions tho 
Governor in Council may make free 
grants to persons of tho ago of eighteen 
years (either male or female) , under cer- 
tain conditions of settlement. A Crown 
deed shall issue in three years, provided 
the locatee shall have complied with tho 
settling duties. Such land cannot be 
alienated or mortgaged before l\io ( 'rown 
deed has issued, nor for twenty-live years 
from date of location, r.nloss with concur- 
rence of the wife. No land thus located, 
nor any interest therein, shall -be liable 
for debts before the issue of the Crown 
Grant, and it shall for twenty years there- 
after bo exempt from attachment, levy or 
flxeoution, except for taxes upon the same. 
Suoli are tho Drovisions of tho new land 
bill; and wo think it will be admitted on 
all hands that they are in the right direc- 
tion. If they are not quite as libi-ral as 
they ought to bo, they are at least more 
liberal than anything that has prccodod 
them. 

.Since writing the above, we h-aru that 
the bill has undergone some alterations. 
In section two the words, "No person w lio 
is not entitled to pre-empt land may be an 
agent," have very properly beeii'struck 
out, and words have been imported into 
the clause rendering Indians imd Chinese 
ineligible as such atretds. Si^tthMiienl 
•conditions on a free grant are as follows : 
"Shall havo e'eared and have luiiler cul 
tiviition at l^.,st twenty acres of the saiil 
land, wliereof nt least five acres shall be 
cleared and cultivated annually during 
the three years next after the date of the 
location." A now clause Ims hcvn insert- 
ed, providing tlnit a coinj)any of not more 
than four pors(uis may ])re-eini)t a block 
of land equal to what they might j)re- 
empt separately, subject to all tho condi- 
tions of individual pre-emptions.

IiAND AMENDMISNT Birjl,. 

The House resnmed consideration in 
committee of this 1)111, Mr. Itobinson iu 
the chair. 

To clause 12 'Sir. Somliu moved an 
amendment that, any i)r(?-('miitiir of land 
under piistdral lonwi) who riiltiviitcs at 
least ton ai'rcs of such pro-omptioii may 
run not more tlian oO head of Htock over 
leased lands adjoining his pre-emption hy 
paying a just proportion of such loaso to 
the leaseholder. 

Hon. Mr. Wa kom iimvod to Htill fur- 
ther amend that the ri^ld to pastnro on 
adjoining loused lands .shall ho ('onlhiod 
to tlio winter months and to [lay tlierofor, 
on acconnt of the actual e.xpenses iuonrr- 
ed, an annual sum proportionate to the 
number of head jjasturcd on the said leas- 
ed lands. 

Mr. Semlin and Mr. Mara suggested to 
insert between the Ist November to the 
1st Aj^ril, and this suggestion was accept- 
ed and the amonduieut.n adopted. 

At clause '21 Mr. Kobortsou riiiwd the 
question of allowing foreigners to receive 
free grouts of land. Tlio ]>roposilion was 
vigoronsly opposed by the hon. Attorney 
Gonoral and supported by MessTS. Mc- 
Creight and Eoliinson. After some dis- 
cussion Mr. Kobcrtson said ho saw plain- 
ly, after what had fallen from the .attor- 
ney General, that to press the amouduieiit 
■would be to imperil the Bill and tlu; 
clause confining tlie privilege to British 
subjects was passed. 

Tlie committee rose and reported the 
Bill complete. 

VEV.H BXhh. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem iutrudnccd this Bill 
which was committed, Mr. Todd in the 
Obair. 

The Bill provides that the Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor 111 Council may, from time to time, 
proscribe a scale of fees to bo bad and 
taken by otHcors for their own use for the 
duties and services rendered by thuni. 

Hon. Mr. AValkem said tlio scale w.mld 
be: 50 cents for a birth, t?l for a marriage 
and 50 cents for a death. 

The Bill was passed by tho conuiiittee 
and reported complete and passed by the 
House. 

no AD T.^.X EXTENSION BILIi. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom moved tho aecoud 
reading of tho Bill, which extends tho 
aystem of imposing a Eoad Ta.>: now in 
force in this part of the Province? to tho 
Mainland. Every male person above 18 
years of ago, resitlent at the period of as- 
sessment in any Road District, shall pay 
nn annual ta.t of 

Every person possessed of any iiit<'ro3t 
in any real estate, not cKceeding ten acres 
in extent, in anj- of the said lloiul l-)iB- 
tricts, shall pay au annual tax of two dol- 
lars for eaoli and every such quantity of 
land as aforesaid: 

Ever person possessed of any interest 
in any real estate, in any of the said Koad 
Districts, which shall exceed ten lu-rus in 
extent, shall pay for ovory .-\ hlitioiial acre 
or portion of an aero over mich ten acres, 
a further annual tax of four cents per 
acre. 

Provided, however, that •where any land 
is leased from the Crown for pastoral or 
other purposes, the sum of two cents per 
acre shall bo jjayablo as aforesaid l)y tho 
loBsec, in lieu of fini« cents per acre. 

Provided that no j)orson ass'.'sscd in re- 
flpeot uf real estate sliiill h^j liabl.- t.) pay, 
in addition thereto, tlie iLiiiiual la.\ of two 
dollars, as hereinbefore uieutioned, but 
ho shall in all cases where resident in any 
district and iiossosaed of any interest in 
real estate therein, bo assessed and liable 
to pay only the tax in respect of such real 
estate. 

Provided also that nothing contained 
herein shall be deemed or taken to convoy 
the moaning that two or more persons iu- 
torestftd in the same real estate as afore- 
said, standing in the relation uf lessor and 
los-iee, nmrlgagor or mortgagee, or inter- 
ested therein as shareliohkn-s or p.'irtiiers 
in auy chartered or incorporated company 
"•or in any partnership or firm, shall be 
liable for tho tax at which such real es- 
tate shall be assesst-d. 

4. Every niercliant, farmer, trader, or 
omployQf of labor. sli.iU bo ai, d is lioroby 
authorised to pay the iiiiiiuaJ tax of two 
dollars, dne or to bccuine iliie by any 
person or parties iu liis Bniployinuut, and 
to deduct the total amount so paid on ac- 
count of such person or parties from tho 
amount of salary or wages don, or to bo- 
como due, to him or tht'ia from f ucli em- 
ploj^er, upon ])roducl ion aiii 1 dolivory of 
iha r;)c<>ii)t llii!rofor to kiicIi jierson or 
persons. 

To the clause relating to atiix of 2 cents 
per •€*« on leased lands, Mr. Somlin mov- 
ed the tax be 1 cent. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosnios thought the tax 
ought to In) rais(!d to I cents instead of 
being roducc'l to J cent. 

Mr. Komlin Baid tlio tax was unjust be- 
cause the fee ainiplo was not vested in the 
holders of tlio loasos, 

Hon. Mr. DeOosmos said that only 95,- 
000 acres were hold under pastoral lease 
and tho fax— 8700— was scarcely worth 
talking about. 

Tho amondmont was hist. 

Tho -Ith CMaiiso, Mr, Kohinson niovod, 
nhoiild bo struck out. As auom))loyor of 
labor, ho did not want to stand toward « 
hi» workmen in tho>,lighii of » tai-cojloe 
tor. 

Tlio motion was lost, tlie Ooimnittfln re- 
ported and tlin fiill wns reail a third time,

Hon. Mr. 'Wallcem said ho had just re- 
ceived a telegram i'njiii Cariboo respect- 
ing this bill and lie iibked asa favor that it 
bo laid over until ho and iiis ooUoagues 
from L'.srilioi) had had an opportunity of 
uuderstandiug the mca.suro. 

Mr. Bobertson was anxiou.s to have the 
hill road a second tiniG now, because ho 
nndorstood there would bo no evening 
session. If tho hon. Attorney-General 
was deterniined to oppose tho bill if his 
views were not mot;, he CMr.

Mr. Hmithe observed that if the tai was 
taken ofl' undertakings that did not jiay, 
it likewise fell ofl" on those undertakings 
whicli paid.

Tlie Pest House Horror ! 

THE BODY RECOQNISED I ! 

The chief topic of convorsation yester- 
day was the mysterious finding of tho 
body of nn unknown man iu tho Pest- 
hoiiso ham. The ijiirracks were visited 
by hundreds (the liody being oxiui.sed to 
pulilic gaze 111 the oiien lot nortli of 
tho I5arracks). Honielimo in tho after- 
noon Mr. Morton, proprietor of tho Angel 
Hotel, thought he deteoted in the features 
of deceased a reaomblaiico to a boarder at 
his hotel, who had not lioou seen since 
Friday last, anil who had left his eH'octa 
iu his room. 'L'ho key found in deceased's 
pocket was tiikoa to the hotel and found to 
tit tlie lock ot the boai'Llers trunk. Ou open- 
ing tho trunk thoro was found a letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Morton and signed 1'. 
Stocker. It announced tlio doterminatiou 
of deceased to commit suiiddo and direct- 
(?d Mr. .Morton to take iiossessioii <jf all 
his otl'oots. This discovery seems to clour 
ii;> the mystery which surroiindod the 
tragic aU'air. Stockeu- came to tho hotel 
on tho 28th of Novenilier last, lie was a 
Sootohman by birth and left his native 
land recontly. He was a quiet, geiitle- 
inaiily man, had iiu'ans, and dressed well 
— very dill'ereiitly from the mean clothes 
iu whiidi he was found ilead. Inspector 
Ii(>wdeii and OfTicor McImvcu visited tho 
I'est hoiiso yesterday morning and made 
a iiiiiiuto oxaminatiou of the premises 
and surroundings; but their search was 
nnrewiirdad by anything that would 
throw any new light on the sulijoe't. .\ 
gentleman who lives near the I'est house 
eaJIs to mind the fact that the double- 
door.s, wiiicli before swung idly on their 
hinges, were closed from Friday last till 
Monday when the body was discoven^il. 

An inquest was held yesterday at tho 
Police Barracks on tho dead man. The 
f(dlo\\ iiig ,1 ury was iiiipaiielled :--Messrs. 
.\. (iilmori'. Will. Cilisoii, (1. Couvos, 
Wm. .McNiile, duo. Bagg, A. B, Gray, 
I'ort'inan. A. F. Pouiberton, Esq. ])re- 
sided. The following witnesses were ex- 
amined: 

Jno Morryan, w'ho stated — I live ne.ir 
Beacon Hill; on Monday I was walking 
round I'.eacron Hill, looking for lieacli 
wood to eiil. . Walked as far as the small- 
pox Hospital, turned logo home, went 
thro' the yard of Mrs. Nias' place, 1 jiass- 
ed by the eow-shi'd, tloor was ojieii and 1 
saw a man sitting up on the ground lean- 
ing against a partition. After looking at 
him for a momont and thinking bini 
drunk, I stepped into wake him up. I 
gave him a shake, but he didn't move. 1, 
thought him very sound in his sleep and 
shook him again, wlieii the man fell over 
and 1 saw he was dead. 

J-lxamined by Mr. Pemberton — Said tho 
hat was on. coVering the txce and I laniuff 
ward the right, the head was also bent 
the same way. Observed the mark on the 
forehead ami thought it was dirt. A hall 
could not have hit tiio forehead without 
passing through th(> hat. 

By Dr. Davie — Saw no pistol, did not 
think to look. No snow on the ground at 
tlio time. The man was a perfect stranger 
to nie. The hat (produced in Court) 
looks the sanie. there was no hole in it. 

Mr. I'owden, I iispoetiu-. eross-oxainined 
stateil that he receive. 1 information yestor- 
ihiy (.Monday I att.-riioou went to tho 
lilace. 1 saw deceased lying in a cow 
liouHQ close to the main building. I found 
this amnll koy and knifo iu his])ocket. 
That is tho hat I found lying by him. 
Those i)apers were inside the lining of tho 
hat. I'l'liescwere .'ipj)ai-ently jiieces of 
the San Francisco lliillflin, one dated 1st 
Oct. I 1 searelieil for a ])istol. Dr. Davio 
and tivo of us were there. Tried to find 
tracks — found nono. 

Dr. Davie stated that yesterday (Mon- 
davi afternoon at about •l:"0 o'clock, ho 
was at the J'ark Hotel ami Mr. Smith fold ( 
that t h(> liody of a mar. had been found 
near ;Mrs. Nias' llou.-,e;"l saw tho body 
ill a cow she'd eeise to the house ai)])aront- 
ly tlio man -.\-as from III to ■l.')ye.u-s of ago. 
;\Iustaclie, whiskers, beard and hair, 
brown in color. Suppose him to be 5ft. 
1 1 in. in height. I found him lying ou 
his side; near the eeutre id' his foreliead I 
found a mark which proved to be a bullet 
wound. riie wound had pruetrated the 
rdiull. I lo was shot before death, aw tlie 
wound had bled. I h.Tve all oliject in 
staling this as it m.ay throw some li:-;lit 
on the subject ; the firearm had been held 
close to the head and had slightly iacera- 
ted the m-itiee. Blood had run fr.iia the 
wound and had congi aled in a sm:il I nuan- 
tily. He miirlit have been shot by anoth- 
er p.'isoii or by himself aecideutally or 
ilcsigiiedly . Jlis hat minlit have l)eon on 
the back of his head when he inflicted the 
wound. He might have fallen back and 
in the fall have ti[)i)ed the hat forward. 
Could not tell anything furthor without 
oponing the body. 1 lad l.eeu dc'ad about 
18 hmiis, it, w.is rather dilheiilt to tell, as 
tho weather was cold. Jiy examining the 
brain couhl tell whethc'r hi' eouhl have 
walked any distance fvfter being shot m- 
wliether ho fell instantly. The body is 
not iu a state of decomposition. I could 
make tlic c.\:imiiiat '(Ui iu .such a way as 
not to disligiire him.
